The Deputatign of the Empire refotve, that'the fol- | 
lowing: anfwer thall. be returned, inp onjunction with 
the Eaiperial Minilter Plenipotentiady, to the note of 
the French Legation of the 3d of Octcber. 
"The renunciation of the territories of KRehl and Caf- 
fel, which the French Plenipotentiaries have pledged 
in their note of the-3d of October, the Deputation of 
,the Empire confider*as the moit agrecable proof that 
the French Government ferioufly intends to mect the 
-defires fo often manifelted by the Deputation of a fpeedy 
Lesacitfion of peace. They therefore lofe not a moment 
‘in accepting with pleafure this renunciation, fo long

of the Empire confiders it as one of their firft duties» 
as much as lies 4n their power, to watch over the pre- 
fervation of the States of the Empire and the Germanic 
Body; and to comprehend in the expreffion of the 
withes of the French Miniiters all the States of the 
Empire, and thofe dependent on it. a 

3- On the fubject of commercial bridges, it is agreed 
that thofe which have hitherto exifted on the Rhine 
fhall continue to be re-eftablithed and fupported at the 
charge of thofe at whofe expence they have always been 
upheld. With regard to thofe bridges which from this 
moment only ihall become common, fuch as thofe be- 
tween Mentz and Caflel, each bank thall be obliged to 
maintain that whichis fituated on their fide of the 
Thalweg of the Rhine. With regard to the commer- 
cial bridges which in future may be conitructed accord- 
ing to an arrangement mutually to be made between the 
oppofite banks, it is impofhble generally before hand to 
give the confent of the Empire neceflary tor this object, 
which muit ever be regulated by. advantage and necel- 
fity. oe! 
4. The propofition of the French Minifters, that the 
dependencies of ecclefiattical eftablifhments fituated on 
the left bani¢ fhall belong to the Empire, is agreed to ; 
and this difpolition is underftood to extend to all pious 
foundations, and particularly to hofpitals, charitable ef- 
tablifhments, univeriities, and {chools, under refervation 
of the particular arrangements and treaties exilling, or 
which may be made,on this fubject. The Deputation 
are convinced, that by thefe means the difficulties, with 
which every-other mode would be attended, will be en- 
tirely removed, . At the fame time, however, In order 
to adhere to. the principle which has been adopted in its 
utmoft extent, the moveables of all thefe Corporations 
fhall belong to the banks of the Rhine, on which they 
are at prefent placed, and the active hofpitals which, 
are at prefent dependenties of them, fhall belong to the 
bank, to the ufe of which, they are applied, and where 
the creditor has at.prefent his fixed relidence. 

With regard. to the demand that the ftate of the 
Empire in the countries where thefe dependencies ex- 
ift, fhall have a. preference in the acquilition of them, 
the Deputation fhall make no remark on the fubject. 
Ii is evident, however, that a {tate of the Empire can- 
not gratuitoufly appropriate thefe-effeéts, and that all 
the property, revenue, or capital, of eeclefiaftical or lay 
| foundations, on the left bank, (which according to the 
conftitution of the country, er becaufe they have been 
deftined to the general advantage, cannot be tranfported 
tothe right bank) hall be applied to other neceflary 
purpefes, (and particularly to form a juft indemnifica- 
tion for the pious eftablifhments, on the right, which 
proportionably would lofe too much of thefe revenues 
on the left bank), aswell as .to- particular. compenfa- 
tions, and fhall for this purpofe be confolidated into a 
mafs. Only it would be juft and reafonable, that to 
make an exceptiof with regard to eftablifhments in 
favour of widows and orphans, and the French Go- 
vernment of itfelf has. refolved to take away nothing 
from thefe inftitutions, but to fecure them their reve- 
nues and other property, accordingly to decree, that 
eftablifhments of this kind, which exift in the coun- 
tries ceded, fhall be kept up in favour of thofe who de» 
rive benefit from them ; that with regard to thofe which 
are in the countries which fhall not be transferred to 
the French Republic, their funds and capitals thall , be 
divided among the fharers in proportion to their num-

That they confider it one of their moft facred duties 
to exert every endeavour in favour of fo many Germans 
to whom in general nothing can be objected but’ their 
ftedfaft adherence ‘to their former Governments and So; 
vereigns. This can the lefs be.objected to Germany as 
a crime, fince they feel the value of that Government 
too well to be ealily captivated by new political inftitu- 
tions. The Deputation therefore flatter themfelves, 
that the principles of general unapplicability of the laws 
relative to emigration fhall be recognifed by the French, 
as far as Germany. may be concerned. 

8. It is required that the French Republic fhall en- 
tirely withdraw all her troops from the right bank of 
the Rhine, Teftore the Conftitutions, and perform with- 
out delay the Convention refpeécting the re-victualling of 
the fortrefs of Ehrenbreitftein. 

9- The Deputation are ready in the future conclufion 
of peace to renounce all rights and claims which the 
Empire may have on the territories, which may then be 
ceded to France, and likewife to extend this renuncia- 
tion to Savoy and the late Auftrian Netherlands, which, 
by the treaty with the King of Sardinia and by Campo 
Formio, are to be given upto France. With regard 
to the Frickthal, they mult refer themfelves to their for- 
mer explanation of the roth of Augult. Previous to 
any thing of this kind, however, it is neceflary that the 
French Government fhould come to fome arrangement 
with the Houfg of Auftria, to which the Empire will 
not refufe its concurrence. ‘The Deputation were ready 
likewife to give up their titles and pretenfions to thofe 
Italian territories which by the t caty of Campo Formio 
belong to the Cifalpine Republic. 

To the roth article it is replied, that it has alread 
been agreed that the fortrefles of Kehl and Caffel thould 
be difmantled, and the Deputation would give likewife 
the farther affurance that in the fite of thefe places, and 
within the diftance of 3000 toifes from the right bank 
of the Rhine, no fortifications fhall be ereéted. Seve- 
ral details of compenfation which this article will occa- 
fion, to be fettled on the final conclufion of peace. The 
Deputation conclude with the afflurance that they will ex- 
ert every endeavour to obtain’a fpeedy and honourable 
peace, and that they will give no well grounded caufe 
for the rupture of the negociations.

The French Minifters are not fatisfied with the con- 
tents of the note of the Depitation, and a coolnefs is 
obferved between them and the Pruffian Minifter. It is 
not expected, however, that the threatened ultimatum 
‘will yet be the confequente. It appears that the French

DUTCH GREENLANDMEN.

of the Vigilantia came on to be heard before a very 
crouded Court. This was a fhip employed in the 
Greenland fifhery, which failed under Prafhan colours, 
and was taken the oth of May, 1798, on a voyage from 
Amfterdam to Greenland, by a {quadron of his Majefty’s 
fhips under the command of Sir Richard Onflow. 
‘There was no catgo on board, fhe being deftined for 
the Greenland trade; was only filled with neceflary 
ftores; the owner was Peter Owen Bowerman, of 
‘Embden, merchant, a fubject of the King of Pruffia. 

This cafe came‘on to be heard on preparatory ex- 
aminations and {hip’s papers, and was, as Sir John Ni- 
coll, his Majefty’s Advocate, obftrvedin the opening, a 
cafe of confiderable importance, and connected with fe- 
veral others which precifely correfponded in circumf{tan- 
ces, and which wot!d come next to be heard before the 
Court; the hiftory of thefe cafes, he faid, was, that 
the Dutch Greenland fifhery being put an entire {top to 
by the Britith, it being impofhible for them to land any 
veffels with any degree of fecurity, they reforted to the 
neceflity of endeavouring to cover thofe fhips under neu- 
tral owners; and the former proprietors fitting out the 
veff.ls, and agreeing with mariners to navigate it, fend 
it from a neutral port, and put all the ufual documents 
on board. 

In this cafe there was a certificate of the mafter lodg- 
ing at a houfe in Embden, and thereby becoming a 
fellow-citizen of that city, though the lodging was taken 
only for part of a year ; whereas the mafter had pofitive- 
ly {worn that he never was in Embden in his life, and 
never had any refidence there in any way whatever, but 
had always refided in the States of Holland, and never 
was in Pruflia:—This initrument was formally cerufi- 
ed by the magiltrates of Embden, and being thus fafilfi- 
ed, could not be relied on ; and alfo affixed a mala f- 
des on the other documents, and on the owners; there 
were alfo two fets of inftructions to. the matter, one 
figned Bowerman and Co. and the other figned Bower- 
man only; on thefe alfo the learned Doctor made feve- 
ral obfervations, and called them vague and trifling in- 
ftructions; he obferved alfo on the ihip’s pafs, and as to 
the mutter-roll which certified the feamen to be all Pruf- 
fians, though fourteen of them were Dutch; thefe pa- 
pers, he faid, appeared fo colourable, that they deftroy- 
ed theres jufla.of the cafe, and upon the whole, the 
covering appeared fo extremely thin, that the Court, 
he truited, would have no difficulty in condemning the 
fhip. 

Door Arnold followed on the fame ground.— 
Doétors Lawrence and Swabey, on the fide of the 
claimant, fubmitted that thefe were actually and dona 
Jide Pruflian fubjeéts, and as fuch entitled to the privi- 
lege of neutrals; that the papers were, fo far as rela- 
ted to the certifying, merely matters of form, and if 
any of them were improper, that could not impeach
